This  piece  of  money  probably  enjoys 
the  distinction  of  having  had  the  highest  price  bid  for  it  of  any  coin  in  the 
world — $35,000.00  was  bid  for  it  a  few  years  ago  by  one  of  our  Pittsburgh  col¬ 
lectors.  The  offer  was  politely  refused,  with  the  statement  that  the  coin  was 
not  for  sale.
